-+- A biosecurity plan is designed to help you, as a 
flock owner, implement procedures or protocols 
to help minimize the risk of disease in your 
flock. It is tailored to your farm. The program 
is voluntary and provides an opportunity to 
prepare ahead of time for a disease outbreak.

Preparedness 


+. Prevent domestic poultry and waterfowl from 
being exposed to wild waterfowl. 


+. Clean and disinfect equipment and cages that 
have traveled off your farm before using again on 
your farm. 


+- Avoid visiting farms or other households with 
poultry. 


-- Quarantine new birds for 30 days from the rest of 
your flock. 


+ Always buy birds from a reputable source. 
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During a foreign animal disease (FAD) 
outbreak such as avian influenza (AJ), 
regulatory officials may have to impose 
restrictions such as requiring movement 
permits for animals and animal products. 


Movement permits may be easier to obtain if 
you have a completed Small Flock Biosecurity 
(SFB) Plan. MDA advises producers to 
complete specific actions before a disease 
outbreak. Creating a biosecurity plan will 
include these key steps: 


Request or validate your 
Premises Identification 
Number (PIN) from the Missouri 
Department of Agriculture and 
verify your data includes a valid 911 
address. 


Develop a site-specific, 
biosecurity plan. The biosecurity 
list will be needed for permitted 
movement in and out of a control 
area. 


Keep accurate and updated 
records. Documents may be 
requested by animal health officials 
to help trace disease movement 
throughout the state, protecting you 
and your fellow producers.
